SENIORITY. 

(THERE  ARE  THREE  IN¬ 
TERESTING  RESPONSES  TO 
THE  ABOVE  COMPLAINT): 

ANSWER:  From  R.L.  Yates, 
Asst.  Dean  Academic  Affairs: 
This  is  a  problem  faced  by  higher 
education,  business,  and  society 
in  general.  Many  solutions  have 
been  proposed,  but  none  have 
proven  to  be  improvements  over 
the  present  system.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  utilize  the  existing 
faculty  to  their  maximum 
capability  so  that  the  largest 
number  of  students  receive  the 
best  possible  instruction. 

ANSWER:  From  Glenn 

DeGraff:  Thank  you  for  sharing 
this  information  with  me.  It's 
nice  to  know  that  I  have  made  a 
favorable  impression  at  least  on 
one  student. 

There  is  apparently  no  danger 
of  my  being  let  go;  rather,  I  was 
recently  informed  that  I  will  be 
allowed  to  obtain  tenure. 

The  courses  that  I  teach  are 
assigned  to  me  by  my  depart¬ 
ment  head,  Professor  C.E. 
Columbus.  In  the  time  I  have 
been  here  I  have  taught  a  wide 
variety  of  courses  from  the  non¬ 
credit  level  up  to  400  level 
courses,  in  a  wide  variety  of 
subject  areas.  While  I  personally 
may  have  enjoyed  some  more 
than  others,  all  were  challenging 
and  interesting.  I  have  complete 
confidence  that  my  department 
head  makes”  such  course  1 
assignments  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  student,  the  department, 
the  University  and  me.  I'm  sure 
Professor  Columbus  would  be 
happy  to  share  with  you  any 
concerns  which  you  might  have  in 
this  regard. 

ANSWER:  From  Mr.  R.  An¬ 
derson,  Asst,  to  the  Dean  for 
Relations  with  Industry:  No 
wonder  you're  tired,  what  with 
all  those  incompetent  and  inept 
professors  you've  been  getting 
for  your  courses  here.  It  is  utterly 
amazing  to  me  that  you  are  still 
here  in  view  of  the  way  you've 
been  treated.  Particularly,  since 
there  is  no  law  which  requires 
your  presence  here.  The  nervous 
strain  and  mental  anguish  must 
have  been  something  else. 


Yet,  perhaps,  it  should  be 
mentioned  that  educational 
opportunities  are  provided  by 
people  (men  and  women); 
classes  are  taught  by  men  and 
women  and  each  has  an  in¬ 
dividuality  peculiar  to  himself. 
There  are  not  gods  who  provide 
texts,  courses,  curricula,  etc.— 
there  are  only  people— and  they 
are  not  perfect.  True,  some  of 
these  people  care  about  students, 
education,  courses,  curricula, 
etc.,  while  others  don't  seem  to 
have  ANY  concerns.  Also,  you 
are  in  the  process  of  becoming  a 
"people"  too.  It  may  be  painful, 
and  it  may  be  hard  to  take,  but 
the  process  will  continue  with  or 
without  either  your  help  or  the 
help  of  others— it's  a  function  of 
the  passing  of  time.  Maybe  you 
didn't  want  to  join  the  human 
race — but  by  present  processes  it 
is  awfully  awkward  for  anyone  to 
aks  you  about  it  beforehand. 

It  is  time  now  for  you  to  get  on 
with  the  business  of  becoming  a 
complete  person.  It  can  not  be 
delayed  indefinitely— no  more 
than  you  could  put  off  leaving 
infancy  and  childhood.  All  of  us 
have  objected  to  the  major 
changes  in  our  lives.  Being  born 
was  a  traumatic  experience. 
Finding  we  could  no  longer 
physically  fit  into  the  baby 
carriage  left  us  aghast.  And, 
when  we  proudly  entered  first 
grade  and  viewed  the  world  from 
that  pinnacle  we  were  utterly 
astounded  at  the  things  they 
made  the  second  graders  study. 
Have  you  taken  a  look  at  a  high 
school  senior  lately— you  say  he 
doesn't  look  as  tall  or  as  smart  as 
he  did  three  years  ago? 

There  may  have  been  a  time 
long  ago  when  the  family  could 
and  did  provide  sufficient 
educational  opportunity  for  the 
young.  The  society  in  which  we 
live,  however,  has  become  so 
complex  and  varied  in  its 
requirements  for  knowledges  and 
skills  in  its  individual  members 
that  in  our  state  the  law  requires 
that  one  must  remain  in  at¬ 
tendance  in  a  rather  strictly 
defined  educational  opportunity 
program  until  the  16th  birthday. 
From  that  point  on  the  state  says 
you  are  on  your  own.  True,  there 
is  much  more  to  learn  beyond  the 
eleventh  or  twelfth  grade.  True, 
both  the  state  and  many  private 
groups  have  seen  a  great  need  to 
offer  educational  and  training 
opportunities  beyond  that 
level— for  those  who  seek. 

In  that  word  "seek"  there  is  a 
world  of  sweat,  toil  and 
tears  —  plus  the  surprising 
satisfaction  of  having  sought  for 
a  goal.  It  would  be  idyllic  if  It 
were  possible  to  take  a  simple 
capsule  with  a  glass  of  water  and 
have  the  knowledge  of  a  college 
curriculum  straight  away  dif¬ 
fused  within  one's  mind.  But, 
sorrowful  as  it  may  seem,  the 
only  one  anywhere  who  can 
educate  YOU  is  yourself.  No 
number  of  professors,  books. 


libraries,  lectures  or  audio  tapes 
can  put  anything  into  your  mind 
without  your  help.  You  must 
actively  seek  the  new  knowledge, 
skills,  and  wisdom  which  con¬ 
stitute  education— and  you  alone 
can  do  it  for  YOU. 

One  of  the  most  recent  apd 
exciting  educational  op¬ 
portunities  to  come  to  the 
Calumet  Region  is  the  Com¬ 
munity  College  (otherwise  known 
as  the  School  of  General  Studies) 
program.  It  has  a  very  limited 
staff  and  must  draw  from  more 
well-established  groups  for  its 
teachers.  But,  it  needs  GOOD 
teachers,  those  who  actively  seek 
to  be  good  teachers— for  the 


program  offers  opportunity  to  so 
many  people.  People  who  might 
not  otherwise  qualify  for  or  be 
able  to  attain  admission  to 
specialized  fields  of  study,  as  they 
begin  to  realize  that  they  must 
seek  on  their  own  to  grow  toward 
their  maximum  potential  as 
people. 

The  courses  MET  30  and  MET 
40  in  question  in  the  anonymous 
note  are  Pre-Technology  Com¬ 
putation  courses  derived  within 
the  Mechanical  Engineering 
Technology  Department.  They 
are  to  be  taught  within  the 
Community  College  program. 
They  provide  opportunities  for 
persons  deficient  in  mathematics 


to  improve  basic  mathematics 
skills.  They  help  people  to  qualify 
reasonably  well  for  entry  into  the 
several  technology  options. 

In  so  far  as  assignment  of  in¬ 
structional  people  to  teach  these 
courses,  I'm  not  involved,  and 
have  no  voice  in  it. 

It  is  suggested  that  if  you  think 
Prof.  DeGraff  is  a  great  teacher, 
tell  him  so,  and,  tell  his  Section 
Chairman  too.  While  you're  at  it 
you  might  ask  those  two  people 
why  Prof.  DeGraff  teaches  the 
MET  30  and  MET  40  cour¬ 
ses, — could  it  be  that  he  might 
want  to  do  it?  Could  it  be  he  is  one 
of  the  many  who  care?

1 50  pints  of  blood  donated 


A  record  high  of  150  pints  of 
blood  were  donated  by  students, 
staff  and  faculty  at  P.U.C.C.  as  a 
community  service  endeavor. 

The  recent  blood  collection 
drive  at  the  Purdue  Campus  was 
termed  "an  overwhelming 
success"  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  Students. 

Representatives  of  the  Beverly 
Blood  Center  said  that  the  150 


donors  contributing  blood  during 
an  eight  hour  oeriod  last  Thur¬ 
sday  (May  10)  was  unusually 
large.  The  average  total  that  the 
Chicago  firm  has  collected  at 
other  college  campuses  was  60. 

The  donors  also  become  part  of 
an  insurance  plan  which  assures 
them  of  blood  for  themselves  and 
their  families  over  a  period  of 


the  nation. 

About  20  prospective  donors 
were  rejected  by  the  Beverly 
representatives  because  of 
medical  reason.  A  number  of 
coeds  were  turned  down  because 
they  weighed  less  than  the 
minimum  1 10  pounds  required  for 
donors.

Dear  Editor: 

In  the  November  10,  1972,  issue 
of  the  Nexus  a  completely  factual 
account  appeared,  entitled 
"Academic  Appeals  Case  In¬ 
dicates  Flaws  in  System", 
concerning  a  grade  dispute  case 
which  I  had  brought  before  the 
Faculty  Affairs  Committee  in 
September  of  1971.  The  handling 
of  that  case  by  that  committee 
is  an  outstanding  example  of 
"sweeping  an  issue  under  the 
rug"  and  "protecting  one  of  your 
own".  Indeed,  in  retrospect,  it  is 
clear  that  certain  members  of  the 
Industrial  Management 
Department  under  Prof.  Engle's 
chairmanship  have  consistently 
and  frantically  sought  to  block  a 
hearing  of  my  case  at  every  turn. 

The  case  itself  was  of  small 
consequence  (a  grading  mistake 
where  a  B  was  received  though 
an  A  was  clearly  indicated).  But 
the  issues  of  arbitrary  grading 
practices,  an  arrogant  depart¬ 
ment  grade  change  policy,  and  a 
grievance  procedure  which  is  a 
mockery  of  dispensing  any 
semblance  of  impartial  justice 
should  be  of  vital  interest  to 
every  student.  Without  over¬ 
statement  it  can  be  asserted  that 
the  student  grievance  procedure 
as  conducted  by  the  Faculty 
Affairs  Committee  was  a  com¬ 
plete  sham. 

Briefly,  let's  consider  some  of 
the  facts  of  my  case: 

(1) 1  received  a  B  in  the  course 
when  an  analysis  of  all  test 
grades  Including  the  final,  plus 
other  revelant  factors  clearly 
show  that  I  belonged  whether  at  or 
near  the  top  of  the  A 
grouping — nine  A's  were  given. 

(2)  When  I  immediately  con¬ 
tacted  Prof.  Clavton  Anderson, 


who  taught  the  graduate  level 
accounting  course,  he  indicated 
that  he  too  was  surprised,  but 
that  I  had  not  done  well  on  the 
final.  When  I  asked  to  see  this  test 
he  informed  me  he  had  already 
destroyed  it.  (The  final,  in¬ 
cidentally,  consisted  of  a  text¬ 
book  chapter  problem  set  over 
material  never  covered  in  class.) 

(3)  Not  with  standing  the 
above,  my  course  grade  still 
ranked  unequivocally  in  the  A 
grouping.  After  a  considerable 
run-around  (he  begrudgingly 
produced  his  grade  work  sheet  at 
our  fourth  meeting)  and  a  very 
unveiled  threat  that  I  would 
"cause  myself  difficulties  if  I 
carried  this  matter  further",  he 
finally  agreed  to  sign  a  change  of 
grade  form  stating  "com¬ 
putational  error".  After  he  had 
taken  this  form  to  Prof.  Engle  for 
his  signature  he  reported  back  to 
me  that  Prof.  Engle  refused  to 
change  grades  no  matter  what 
the  reason.  "Even  though  a 
mistake  was  made?"  I  coun¬ 
tered.  "Isn't  that  as  it  should 
be?"  he  retorted.  This  callous 
and  arbitrary  pronouncement 
indicates  the  outrageous 
disregard  for  the  student  and  for 
academic  justice  which  ap¬ 
parently  pervades  the  Industrial 
Management  Department. 

(4)  The  case  then  went  before 
the  Faculty  Affairs.  Com¬ 
mittee —  I  thought  for  the  hearing 
I  am  explicitly  guaranteed  under 
the  student  constitution.  I  never 
received  that  hearing. .Members 
C.  Murphy,  P.  Seiler,  J.  Pringle, 
R.  Weisler,  with  B.  Kienbaum  in 
dissent  decided  to  interpret  the 
constitution  statement  that  "A 
student  may  also  challenge  a 
grade  ...  on  the  ground  that  the

grade  was  assigned  for  reasons 
not  related  to  his  academic 
performance"  in  the  narrowest 
possible  way  in  order  to  protect 
Prof.  Anderson  and  the  Industrial 
Management  Department  from 
any  embarrassment.  Contact 
with  the  Faculty  Affairs  Com¬ 
mittee  at  Lafayette  indicates  that 
my  case,  a  case  where  a  grade 
was  received  which  was  not 
consistent  with  other  grades  in 
the  .course  is  clearly  a  proper 
matter  for  an  appeals  hearing 
within  the  wording  of  the  con¬ 
stitution. 

But  most  disturbing  in  this 
whole  shameful  matter  have 
been  the  actions  of  the  Industrial 
Management  Department  per¬ 
sonnel  as  -they  scrambled  to 
protect  one  of  their  own.  The 
most  flagrant  example  was  Prof. 
R.  Weisler,  who  failed,  even 
when  challenged,  to  remove 
himself  from  the  Faculty  Affairs 
Committee  which  was  handling 
this  case  where  a  clear  conflict  of 
interest  involved.  His  actions  as 
an  experienced  lawyer  are  in¬ 
comprehensible.  Moreover,  he 
argued,  apparently  persuasively, 
that  the  case  should  not  be  heard 
at  all. 

When  the  matter  of  this  case 
and  failure  to  deal  with  it  was 
properly  brought  up  at  a  Student 
Affairs  Committee  meeting, 
Prof.  B.  Hindmarch  objected 
forcefully  to  its  being  discussed. 
When  appeals  procedure  reform 
(an  outgrowth  of  my  case)  was 
brought  before  the  Governance 
Commission,  Prof.  P.  Empey 
was  quick  to  represent  the  in¬ 
terests  of  his  department,  ob¬ 
jecting  vociferously  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Governance 
Commission  to  even  examine  the

appeals  process.  For  two  years  I 
have  tried  to  bring  this  case  to  an 
open  hearing  where  I  was  con¬ 
fident  it  would  be  fairly  resolved 
in  the  light  of  the  facts.  How 
mistaken  I  was  to  think  that  the 
appeals  procedure  was  more 
than  empty  words!  Prof.  Weisler, 
now  chairman  of  the  Faculty 
Affairs  Committee  says  the 
matter  is  closed.  He  is  resolved 
that  my  case  will  never  gain  an 
impartial  hearing.  Well,  the 
matter  may  be  closed,  but  the 
deplorable  performance  of  In¬ 
dustrial  Management  Depart¬ 
ment  personnel  in  this  matter 
and  of  other  faculty  members 
who  have  failed  to  speak  of  this 
issue  must  not  be  forgotten  if  any 
student  expects  to  receive  a 
decent  education  and  even- 
handed  treatment  at  PUCC. 
Some  reforms  have  recently 
come  before  the  Council  of 
Faculty  Delegates  but  they  are 
inadequate  to  say  the  least. 

It  was  suggested  to  me  by 
several  faculty  members  that  I 
ought  to  take  this  case  (clear-cut 
discrimination  to  them)  to  court 
to  win  my  rights.  But  how 
ridiculous  that  a  student  would 
have  to  go  to  that  extent  and 
expense  to  receive  a  hearing — 
a  hearing  which  is  already 
guaranteed  by  the  student  con¬ 
stitution,  the  provisions  of  which 
all  faculty  members  are  charged 
with  respecting  and  discharging. 

It  has  seemed  to  be  a  pathetic 
and  unreal  experience.  It  could, 
however,  happen  again  to  any 
student  unless  each  of  us  are 
ready  to  stand  up  and  demand 
some  constructive  changes  in  the 
student  appeals  procedure.  I 
would  hope  that  all  students 
would  join  together  through  the 
General  Assembly  of  Students  to 
see  that  changes  are  made  that 
prevent  such  a  travesty  of  justice 
ever  being  repeated  at  PUCC.  If 
my  actions  accomplish  nothing 
else  I  will  consider  all  my  time 
and  effort  over  the  past  two  years 
well  spent.

To  be  able  to  think  more 
clearly,  to  speak’  more  ef¬ 
fectively,  to  act  with  more  energy 
and  creativity,  and  to  enjoy  life 
more:  such  improvements  in 
daily  living  are  said  to  be  the 
results  of  a  natural,  easy  mental 
technique  called  transcendental 
meditation  (or  TM).

more.  Better  personal 
relationships,  increased  ability  to 
deal  with  problems  and  meet 
responsibilities,  more  inner 
peace,  and  better  mental  and 
physical  health  are  all  said  to  be 
results  of  this  simple  technique.

QUESTION:  Where  can 
students  go  to  appeal 
"malpractice"  by  a  prof.?  One 
chemistry  prof,  had  students  who 
wanted  to  make  up  a  lab  ex¬ 
periment  and  he  told  them  if  they 
didn't  make  it  at  one  specific 
time,  they  would  flunk  the  whole 
course.  Some  of  these  students 
had  tests  at  that  time  and  told  the 
prof.  that.  But  he  didn't  care.  The 
students  had  to  rearrange  their 
test?  t<5  get  to  the  lab.  Where 
could  the  students  go  to  appeal  or 
change  the  inflexibility  of  a 
prof.?  The  department  head 
who  would  probably  support  the 
prof.? 

ANSWER:  From  R.  L.  Yates; 
A  student  wishing  to  appeal 
"malpractice"  by  a  professor 
should  lodge  his  appeal  with  the 
section  chairman  or  depart¬ 
mental  representative  to  whom 
the  professor  is  responsible.  If 
that  fails,  a  further  appeal  can  be 
made  to  the  Academic  Dean.  In 
the  case  of  grade  appeals,  there 
is  an  established  procedure  using 
the  Faculty  Affairs  Committee. 
This  procedure  is  outlined  in 
Directions  II. 

ANSWER:  From  me,  Priscilla 


Nemeth,  Commissioner  for 
Solutions:  I  refer  you  to  the 
November  10,  1972  issue  of  the 
Nexus. ..volume  number  21,  no. 
5. ..page  5,  to  an  article  entitled 
ACADEMIC  APPEALS  CASE 
INDICATES  FLAWS  IN 
SYSTEM.  Since  that  article  was 
written,  I  know  of  no  im¬ 
provements  in  the  Academic 
Appeals  system.  The  said  article 
points  up  the  fact  that  our  present 
system,  as  outlined  in  Directions 
II,  does  not  necessarily  work 
effectively,  if  at  all.  We  do  need 
something  a  bit  less  complicated 
than  taking  an  appeals  case  all 
over  the  university  just  to  get  a 
professor  to  straighten  up.  I 
suggest  the  formation  of  an  ef- 
fective,  responsible  and 
respected  Ombudsman-type 
committee  or  group  made  up  of 
students  and  perhaps  Deans  who 
would  go  directly  to  the  in¬ 
structor  against  whom  a  student 
has  a  complaint.  As  pointed  up  in 
the  above-mentioned  article,  the 
academic  appeals  procedure 
concerning  grades  did  not  prove 
effective... who's  to  say  that  the 
appeals  procedure  for  non- 
academic  complaints  will  work 
either? 


QUESTION:  WHY  MUST  I 
TAKE  UNNECESSARY 
COURSES  IN  COLLEGE? 

ANSWER:  From  R.L.  Yates, 
Assistant  Dean  Academic  Afairs: 
If  the  reference  is  to  a  course 
whose  content  the  student  has 
mastered,  provision  is  made  for 
credit  by  examination  or 


departmental  credit  so  that  the 
student  will  not  have  to  take  an 
unnecessary  course.  Otherwise, 
the  description  "unnecessary"  is 
a  judgmental  one  for  which  I 
would  defer  to  the  professionals 
who  have  established  a 
curriculum  for  a  particular 
degree. 


QUESTION:  WHY  DO  WE 
HAVE  TO  PAY  TO  PARK? 

ANSWER:  From  J.  Combs: 
The  Paid  Parking  program 
provides  funds  for  parking 
facilities,  which  at  a  commuter 
campus  represent  a  substantial 
investment.  Without  this  income 
the  University  would  be  required 
to  use  other  funds  for  this  purpose 


thus  reducing  the  amount  of 
funds  availabe  for  University 
programs.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  University  does  provide  free 
parking  in  the  "D"  lot.  Also,  due 
to  the  financial  crisis  confronting 
institutions  of  high  education, 
many  institutions  who  have  not  in 
the  past  assessed  a  special  fee  for 
parking  are  now  assessing  such  a 
fee. 


QUESTION:  Why  must  parents 
be  notified  of  a  student's  failure  if 
the  student  has  taken  upon 
himself  to  go  to  school,  pay  for  it 
himself  and  has  all  other 
responsibilities  associated  with 
attending  a  university.  What 
difference  does  it  make  if  he  is  19 
or  21?  An  18  year  old  is  legally 
considered  adult,  then  why  are 
those  still  under  21  treated  like 
grade  schoolers? 

ANSWER:  From  Mr.  Leonard 
Perkins,  Student  Affairs:  I 
suppose  one  of  the  most  popular 
issues,  and  I  hasten  to  add,  one  of 
the  most  pressing  issues  con¬ 
fronting  student  personnel  ad¬ 
ministrators  is  the  whole 
business  of  the  Changing  Age  of 
the  Majority.  Your  question  gets 
right  at  the  heart  of  this  matter. 
The  question  actually  has  two 
parts:  1.  The  actual  grade  report 
and  the  2.  Mid-Semester  Un¬ 
satisfactory  Grade  report.  The 
latter  procedural ly  involves  the 
completion  of  the  form  by  the 
professor,  the  professor  is  then 
obliged  to  give  the  yellow  slip  to 
the  students,  the  others  are  sent 
to  registration.  Registration  then 
has  the  responsibility  of  sending 
a  copy  to  the  parents  of  students 
under  21 .  The  other  copy  is  sent  to 
Student  Affairs.  Without  further 
bothering  you  with  the  origin  and 
routings  of  this,  perhaps,  out¬ 
dated  practice  may  I  extend  to 
you  and  other  of  your  opinion  an 
invitation  to  meet  with  me  to 
discuss  the  alternates  to  this 
present  practice.  I  would  urge 
you  to  make  an  appointment 
today  and  I  shall  invite  the 
registrar  so  that  we  can  deal  with 
this  problem.

QUESTION:  HOW  AND  WHY 
DOES  THE  ADMINISTRATION 
FORCE  STUDENTS  TO  PAY 
ACTIVITIES  FEES? 

ANSWER:  From  Mel  DeGraff, 
Assistant  Dean  for  Student 
Services:  The  Student  Handbook, 
distributed  by  the  Office  of 
Student  Affairs,  explains  the 
rationale  for  paying  activity  fees. 
The  mechanism  for  fee  payment 
and  distribution  of  funds  is 
outlined  in  this  doucment. 

The  activity  fees  are  used,  as 
you  know  to  finance  all  extra 
curricular  activities  at  the 
Calumet  Campus.  The  film 


series,  dances.  Arts  Festival  and 
the  upcoming  Spring  Week  are 
just  a  few  examples  of  projects 
that  have  been  financed  from 
activity  fee  income.  Mrs.  Wilson 
will  be  most  willing  to  furnish  you 
or  any  other  inquirer  with  a  list  of 
activities  that  have  taken  place 
at  Calumet  during  the  past  year. 

The  policy  regarding  activity 
fees  was  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  University  at 
the  request  of  students.  Any 
changes  in  activity  fee  policy 
would  have  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  would 
probably  come  from  student 
proposals.

COMPLAINT:  THE  PRICES  IN  THE  CAFETERIA  ARE  TOO 
HIGH. 

RESPONSE:  From  Jim  Kallas:  As  most  of  us  know,  food  prices 
are  soaring.  This  holds  true  for  restaurants  also.  Since  we've  opened 
(1  1/  2  years),  I've  raised  the  prices  5%average.  Food  costs  have  gone 
up  30%.  You're  still  getting  a  bargain. 


SUGGESTION:  PUCC  should 
have  a  better  financial  aid 
system  with  more  financial  aid 
for  more  students.  Every  student 
would  at  least  be  able  to  enter  a 
work  study  program  or  take  out  a 
loan  because  some  students  are 
at  a  disadvantage  because  they 
have  been  turned  down  when  they 
ask  for  aid.  As  a  result  of  this, 
they  usually  quit  school  after  a 
semester  so  they  can  get  jobs  to 
pay  for  their  tuition. 

RESPONSE:  From  Ms.  Anne 
Lovelady,  Financial  Aids  Office: 
The  Office  of  Financial  Aids  is 
presently  implementing  some 
new  policies  and  procedures 
which  will  enable  us  to  better 
meet  the  financial  needs  of 
Purdue  Calumet  students  and 
still  adhere  to  the  federal 
regulations  and  guidelines 
mandated  by  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare. 
The  financial  needs  of  Purdue 
Calumet  students  can  be  met  only 
if  the  University  receives  the 
funds  requested  from  HEW. 
Should  our  requests  be  granted  in 
full,  the  number  of  students 
receiving  financial  aid  will  triple 
during  the  next  academic  year. 

In  the  past,  the  full  financial 


need  of  all  eligible  students  has 
not  been  met  because  of  in¬ 
sufficient  funds.  And  while 
sufficient  funds  have  been 
requested  for  the  1973-74 
academic  year,  there  is  con¬ 
siderable  doubf  that  the  existing 
student  assistance  programs  will 
be  funded  by  the  federal 
government. 

Specifically,  President  Nixon 
has  not  requested  funds  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  National  Direct  Student 
Loan  Program  or  the 
Educational  Opportunity  Grant 
Program.  Funding  of  a  new 
program  —  the  Basic  Op¬ 
portunity  Grant  —  has  been 
recommended  but  getting  the 
program  into  operation  by  the 
fall  poses  a  major  problem. 

Although  the  College  Work- 
Study  Program  is  basically  the 
same  as  the  other  federal 
programs:  the  student  must  be 
enrolled  for  at  least  eight 
semester  hours  and  he  must 
demonstrate  financial  need. 

Should  a  student  fail  to  qualify 
for  financial  aid  through  the 
University,  or  should  University 
funds  be  depleted,  he  can  easily 
obtain  a  federally  insured  student 
loan  from  a  local  participating 
bank.

ANSWER:  From  Dean  Carl  Elliot,  Dean  and  Director:  The 
proposal  that  a  University  funded  and  supervised  day-care  center 
should  be  established  on  campus  Is  one  with  which  I  heartily  agree. 
For  more  than  three  years  there  have  been  conversations  among 
various  parts  of  the  academic  community,  but  most  particularly  with 
the  staff  in  psychology  and  sociology  concerning  the  desirability  of 
such  an  activity,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  better  serving  our 
students  and  staff  with  this  kind  of  care  and  perhaps  more  importanfly 
the  ability  to  give  immediate  and  practical  experience  to  students  in 
this  kind  of  service.  These  conversations  have  been  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  establishment  of  the  day-care  education  program  under  the 
auspices  of  that  department. 

Our  plans  have  not  come  to  fruition  because  of  the  cost  involved. 
Through  the  University,  but  more  extensively  outside  it  through  my 
activities  with  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  Programs  and 
church  groups,  I  have  developed  some  familiarity  with  the 
possibilities  and  with  the  very  high  cost  factor  that  is  involved  in  the 
provision  of  such  services.  Federal  funding  which  enabled  several  of 
the  community  projects  to  get  under  way  has  become  increasingly 
difficult  to  obtain.  In  this  day  of  very  stringent  budgets  for  operation  of 
the  University  I  see  no  way  in  which  we  can  justifiably  divert 
operating  income  from  appropriations  and  student  fees  to  undertake 
the  establishment  of  a  day-care  center  on  campus.  These  are  our  only 
sources  of  funds  and  they  are  not  enough  to  do  all  of  the  things  that  we 
are  already  committed  to.  For  example,  the  current  appropriations 
bill  before  the  Indiana  General  Assembly  (which  is  indeed  much 
better  for  us  than  the  bill  which  passed  the  House)  still  leaves  us  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  short  of  being  able  to  give  ap¬ 
propriate  faculty  salary  increases  for  next  year. 

I  think  you  will  agree  that  when  our  resources  are  as  short  as  they 
currently  are,  it  is  more  important  to  continue  to  attempt  to  do  a  first- 
rate  job  in  the  things  we  are  doing  rather  than  to  divert  some  of  our 
resources  to  new  programs  no  matter  how  worthy.

McDonalds:  An  Ecological  View

During  the  past  week  or  so,  how 
many  of  us  have  paid  a  visit  to  the 
friendly  McDonalds  hamburger 
stand?  It  is  so  close,  convenient, 
just  off  the  highway,  that  to  many 
people  it  is  second  nature  to  visit 
every  day. 

McDonalds  is  an  asphalt 
eyesore,  where  people,  you  and  I 
can  enjoy  a  greasy  hamburger  at 
$1.60  per  pound;  french  fried 
potatoes  at  $1.40  lb.;  and  many 
other  filling,  undernourishing. 


and  overpriced  "food". 

When  you  purchase  a  ham¬ 
burger  from  McDonalds,  you  are 
encouraging  the  production  of 
beef;  an  energy  wasting  process. 
An  1 100  lb.  cow  is  only  53%eidble. 
In  other  words,  1100  pounds  of 
cow  equals  583  pounds  of  edible 
beef.  What  about  the  rest? 
Fertilizer,  maybe;  leather, 
possible;  but  more  than  likely  it  is 
just  wasted.  Several  hundred 
pounds  of  animal  flushed  down 
the  drain  at  a  packing  plant.  And 
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more  food  for  thought;  cattle 
nowadays  are  shot  foil  of  hor¬ 
mones  to  make  them  bigger, 
fatter,  faster.  Hormones  that  are 
so  powerful  that  they  are 
regulated  by  the  FDA  and  may 
possibly  have  an  effect  on 
humans. 

In  order  to  prepare  your  "less 
than  a  dollar"  meal  (5  ozs.  of  beef 
and  potatoes,  and  a  coke),  Mc¬ 
Donalds  uses  electricity,  water, 
and  natural  gas  16  hours  a  day, 
365  days  a  year.  Your  hamburger 
is  wrapped  in  paper,  placed  in  a 
card  board  container,  and  then 
put  into  a  paper  bag.  An  example 
of  overwrapping,  and  one  of  the 
reasons  the  forests  are  disap 
pearing  and  pulp  mills  are 
polluting  streams.  All  this  paper 
.  goes  someplace.  Where?  It  is 
either  left  to  blow  around  in  the 
streets  or  sent  to  the  local  dump. 
How  much  is  recycled?  None  that 
I've  heard  of. 

By  being  a  drive-in,  McDonalds 
encourages  people  to  drive  cars, 
use  up  our  precious  fuel  reserves, 
and  fill  the  air  with  nasty 
smelling,  harmful  pollutants. 

The  impact  of  McDonalds  on 
the  enviroment  is  far  reaching 
and  not  readily  seen.  It,  and 
many  other  restaurants,  en¬ 
courage  overproduction  of  beef, 
invite  air,  land,  and  water 
pollution,  and  are  a  serious  drain 
on  our  natural  resources.  So  next 
time  you  pass  America's  ham¬ 
burger  oasis,  do  yourself  and 
others  a  favor,  and  pass  it  by.

The  United  States  Congress  has 
directed  that  a  study  be  made  of 
the  flood  problems  and  need  for 
recreational  navigation  facilities 
along  the  Little  Calumet  River, 
Illinois  and  Indiana.  Authority 
for  this  study  is  contained  in 
resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Committees  on  Public  Works  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  and 
the  Senate  on  29  July  1955  and  26 
July  1965,  respectively.  The  study 
is  being  conducted  in  two  phases. 
This  meeting  will  consider  work 
underway  in  the  first  phase  -  an 
Interim  Study  covering  the  In¬ 
diana  portion  of  the  river.  The 
second  phase  will  consider  the 
Illinois  portion  of  the  river.  This 
announcement  provides  in¬ 


formation  on  the  Interim  Study 
only. 

The  Little  Calumet  River  rises 
in  western  La  Porte  County 
Indiana  and  extends  westward 
across  the  Indiana-lllinois  State 
Line  to  the  Calumet-Sag  Channel. 
Major  tributaries  in  the  Indiana 
portion  of  the  basin  are  Hart 
Ditch,  Deep  River  and  Salt 
Creek.  A  man-made  channel. 
Burns  Waterway,  connects  the 
Little  Calumet  River  to  Lake 


Michigan  at  Portage,  Indiana. 
The  eastern  portion  of  the  basin 
as  far  west  as  Highland,  Indiana 
drains  into  Lake  Michigan 
through  Burns  Waterway.  For 
study  purposes  the  portion  of  the 
river  east  of  Burns  Waterway  is 
designated  as  the  "East  Arm"  of 
the  Little  Calumet  River.  The 
Iterim  Report  deals  with  the 
main  stem  of  the  Little  Calumet 
River  from  the  Illinois  border 
eastward  to  Burns  Waterway  and 
thence  to  Lake  Michigan.
